This was an‘appeal from an’ order of the 
Supreme Court of Hongkong of February 28th 
1899, affirming a judgment of Chief Justice 
Currington. 3 5 : 

Mr. ‘Latham, Q.C., and Mr, Whinney were 
counsel for the appellant; Mr. Joseph Walton, 
Q.C., and Mr. R. J. Parker for the.sespondent. 

The appellant alleged that in April, t891, he 
became the registered owner of fifty shares of 
£10 cach in the Bank of China, Japan, and the 
Straits (Limited), that be sold the, shares and 
exccuted a blank transfer of them, that the 
bank subsequently went into liquidation and 
he was placed on the list of contributories, that 
the liquidator had recovered judgement against’ 

-him for £402 for calls, and that the respondent 
(the Hon, E. R, Belilios, C.M.G.), was the true 
owner of the shares, and was liable for all calls, 
and he claimed to be indemnified accordingly: 
My. Belilios submitted that he was not the 
owner but merely the holder -of the shares as 
pledges, they having been deposited with him 
as security’ for liabilities which he’ had 
incurred in respect of Mr. G, L. Coxon and 
athers, and that he had never had any 
beneficial interest in the—shares but was 
bound to return them on: payment of the 
moneys due. The circumstances were some- 
what involved, The apptlilant was a clerk to a 
firnt of sharebrokers at Hongkong, and the 


«shares Were taken’ in his name, by his. em- 


ployers, who paid the allotment money and the 
first two calls. About Junc, 1891, a syndicate 
.ofseven persons, of whom Mr, Coxon was the 
moving spirit, had been formed to deal in the 
Hongkong and Shanghai Banking Corporation. 
Messrs. Belilios and Co. agreed to finance the 
venture, and obtained certain letters of credit: 
for the purpose. With the proceeds of tHesc, 
shares in the Hongkong and Shanghai Bank- 
ing Corporation were purchased and deposited 
as security for the advances. . In addition, by 
way of margin’ and further security, other 
shares, including the fifty in the Bank of China 
inthe appellant’s name,’ were given to Messrs,! 
Behlios. In conseqpence of a fall in exchange 
and in the value of the shares in the Hongkong 
and Shanghai Bank, the Syndicate’s operations 
resulted in ‘a considerable loss, and Messrs 
Relilios in October, 1892, closed the accounts 
g¥the ‘syndicate in their books. ‘The shares. 
in question were,’ with others, taken over 
from. the syndicaté by Messrs, Belilins and 
Co. at their then market value, and the pro- 
cecds credited tq the members of the syndicate 
in proportion to their interests in the concern, 
On these facts, bricfy stated, the Chief Justice 
came tothe conclusion that Messrs. Helilios, 
hy their manner of dealing with the shares, 


had altered the character of their holding from: 


that of pledges to that of beneficial: owners ; 
but that they had never expressly contracted 
to-indemnify the appellant in‘ respect’ of the 
shares or come into any telations with him from 
which a contract of indemnity could be im- 
plied. On that ground’ the appellant was 
nonsuited, On appeal, the Supreme Court 
(consising of the Chief Justice and Mr. Justice 
Wise) affirmed, that result, holding, in addition, 
that the appellant had not satisfied the onus 
which lay upon him of establishing that the 
-telationship.of. trustee, and cestws. gue. driest 
subsisted Between him and the respondent.

A 
break of continuity is always an‘evil; but under 
existing circumstances it is peculiarly unfor- 
tunate that a period of provisional and’ dele- 
gated contro! should be interposed between 
two régimes, Until Lord Roberts is’ able to 
assume personal charge, the supreme control of 
the Army must remain in commission. This is 
unfair alike to the Commander-in-Chief and to 
the Secretary of State for War, The incident 
must, we fear, be interpreted as anothersyimptom 
of the strained relations between the War Office 
and the Horse’ Gitards—a state of affairs which 
far some ‘time has been detrimental to those 
national interests which it should be the prime 
concern of each to ptomote. Already there 
have been unpleasant indications ofadisposition 
on the part of “politicians” on one side, and 
“professionals” on the other, to indulge .in 
mutual recriminations. Nor is there any assur- 
ance that among the Heads of the Army them- 
selves there ‘exists that spirit of accord which. 
should be maintained in a profession that, 
above all others, ‘claims to be animated by 
the purest influences of patriotism. Differences 
of opinjon are "navoidable among honourable 
and chivalrous men; consciqus of the gravity of 
the trust with which their countrymen have 
honoured them. But when conflicts: of judg- 
ment arc ‘allowed to develop ‘into personal 
jealousies, and when solicitude for the efficiency 
of our defensive sysiem is subordinated to 
private pique, there is room for wonder and 
resentment.
